Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that Miura does not disclose converting a wavelength to a wavelength cooresponding to the highest absoptivity of a 
photoacid generator of resist since Miura does not disclose coverting the wavelength of the source light to 1 93 nm and 1 93 nm 
cooresponds to the highest absorptivity of a photoacid generator resist. However, Ohtsuki discloses converting directly from 386 nm to 193 
nm. And since 1 93 nm corresponds to the highest absorptivity of a photoacid generator resist, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to covert the light source wavelength of Miura to 193 nm as taught by Ohtsuki. 
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
